After ten years of internecine strife,

Transportation Conference of 1933-34,' 
issued March 16th last by IS railroad 
banking shippers associations. 


This report shows that the total 


American railroad property if repro- 
duced at today's prices would cosl 21 
billion dollars. 


Railroad capitalization i.s lO'/i billions 


ftock. 13'/4 billions bond;;—a tolal cap- 
italisation of 23!<! billion dollars. 


Of this 23Vi! billion dollars indebt- 


edness, a little is held by interlock- 
ing companies -so that the total ac- 
tually in the hands of the public is 
19'A billions. 


The railroads, therefore, claim they 


arc worth 21 billions, and admit they 
owe Ifl'/i—leaving a net value to Uncle 
Sam, as an operator, of Hi billions. 


Obviously, the government wouldn't 


be getting anything from a money 
.standpoint; but it would become guar- 
antor fo^ an operating loss that the 
shrewdest private managers have been 
unable to avoid. 


The only substantial argument for 


government 
operation is that the 


railroads are a public necessity, and 
the government should take them over 
to assure continued public service. 


That argument is absurd. The big 


bankers are in it up to their necks. 
They'll find a way eventually. 


Relax federal regulations to put the 


railroads on the same footing with 
the highway carriers, and the railroad 
bondholders will find a way out. 


Bui Ihe American taxpayer has no 


stomach for iisMimiiu; a railroad debt 
(hat is almost equal to today's federal 
indebtedness.

The city still 
was burning after the sunrise hour 
Thursday, although the gale wa.s re- 
ported abating. 


Chimneys toppled by the wind set 


fire to roofs, causing the general con- 
flagration, reports said. Nearby su- 
burbs also caught fire. 


Hakodate i.s ranked Ihe tenth Jap- 


anese city, corresponding approximate- 
ly lo Now 
Orleans 
in 
importance 


among American cities. 


'Ihe city is: relatively nuw and most 


of Ihe buildings were of wood con- 
slruclion. Hakodate was built on a 
large bay, an inlet of Tusgaru strait, 
ami is landlocked. There is a 
fort 


there. When the Russians controlled 
(he island, (hey used Hakodate as a 
winter port. 


The staple products of the region in- 


clude beans, peas, furs, sulphur and 
timber. Salted fish, kerosene and oil- 
cake are shipped to the island for use 
of the natives, 


A steamship line connects Hakodate 


with Yokohama and Aomori, the lat- 
ter being fili miles distant and provid- 
ing rail connections with Tokyo.

Arousing Fear Instinct 


How to exercise the child's 


"courage" muscles is described by 
Olive Roberts Barton in another of 
her articles on Child Training. 


After six fantasy gives way large- 


ly to realism. This may happen, does 
happen, earlier, but we take six be- 
cause it is a good average and we set 
the milestone there. And too there 
are some children of intense imagin- 
ation who will continue to indulge 
fancy. In fact some people never lose 
it at ail. 


I am not speaking here of "escapes" 


or abnormal day-dreamers. In each; 
of us there is a healthy and beneficial 
imagination that carries us through 
life. This imagination is responsible 
for the world's best work, its greatest! 
happiness and hope. 


But imagination can be very de- 


structive too. Jimmy needs our help. 


Now under this "destructive" ima- 


gination I am going to class "fear." 
Fear can be ticketed with almost any 
of the psychological 
processes we 


choose. It is an instanct so closely 
related io "self" that it controls hu- 
man destiny 
almost entirely. It is 


wrong to think that fear can be en- 
tirely eliminated from the mind, or 
that it is caused only by bogy stories, 
unfortunate experiences and so on. 
That such things do cause abnormali- 
ties and set certain dreads we most 
certainly know and anything that con- 
tributes unnecessarily or cruelly to 
the fear instindt is to be avoided as 
much as possible in the young child. 


The Cowardly Child 


But we must face fear as a fact. 


Self-preservation is the first law of 
nature. It is necessary to recognize 
that in a few people it seems to bo i 
absent altogether and in some it is 
almost negative, but from there we 
have varying degrees 
upward, or 


downward, until we reach the coward 
whom unfortunately we despise. 


The most miserable child on earth 


is the "coward," poor little soul, who 
ti'ies to be brave. Sometimes to con- 
ceal his humiliation he turns bully, 
but mostly he nurses his dark secret, 
thinking he is worthless and weak. 
Being highly imaginative he naturally 
gives in to his inferiority emotion and 
this only makes it worse. 


One of the crudest and meanest 


things we can do to a child is to 
brand him a coward, sneer 
at 
his 


shrinking, and try to force him to a 
bravery he can never feel. Physical 
courage has been a false god for too 
long—that is, physical courage from 
our point of view.

Moreover, the organism may spread 


to (he liver, particularly, or to other 
organs of the body and there set up 
secondary places of infection which 
also are a menace to health and life. 


Although this flondition formerly 


\va? unheard of in the northern por- 
tions of the United States, more re- 
cent evidence indicates that from 5 
to 10 per cent of all the people in this 
country are infected. 


The organism 
which 
causes this 


disease multiplies in the bowel and 
gives off (laughter cysts. These eysls 
are passed out of the body with the 
excretions, and if they reach food 
or drink are swallowed in the natural 
way. 


They pass through the stomach and 


Miiall intestines and then get into the 
upper portions of the large intestines. 
Here they divide up and multiply or- 
ganisms which invade the walls of the 
bowels. 


Ordinarily, the cntameba histolytica 


which infects mankind comes in food 
or drink that has been contaminated, 
in the manner suggested. 


After n person has had the disease 


and recovered, he may carry the or- 
ganisms in his bowel for long per- 
iods of time, and, as a carrier of the 
disease, constantly is able to transmit 
it to other people.

er jaws. The nicest thing about ex- 
ercises of this variety is that they 
require little" time" and 'practically ho 
effort. So sit down, comfortably, and 
begin. 


Drop your head backward as far as 


it will go; roll it to the left: around 
toward the front, letting it fall for- 
ward on chest, and, finally turn it 
toward your right shoulder. In other 
words, slowly describe an arc with 
your head. Rest for a moment and 
start again. 


Then try this one: Tilt your head 


backward, allowing the jaws to relax 
and open as you do it. When the 
head is as far back as it will go. slow- 
ly close your mouth. Foel the mus- 
cles pull, tighten and get a little need- 
ed exercise as you do it. Relax and 
repeat several times. 


Use a patter under your chin or 


slap it with the backs of your hands 
until the skin is warm and stimulat- 
ed. Then dash cold water all around 
the chin and lower pail of the face. 
Cold water on the warm skin acts as 
an astringent and muscle tightener 
and is a beneficial night treatment. 
If you use ice instead of water, be 
sure and wrap it in a cotton cloth be- 
fore you start rubbing.
